sunrise  before  being  boarded,  or  any  attempt  being 
made  at  same  and  allowed  to  proceed  to  her  anchor¬ 
age  or  dock,  thereby  losing  advantage  of  favorable 
winds  and  tides,  and  resulting  In  serious  detention 
aud  loss  ;

the  county  superintendents  of  the  rt-speetive  eottn 
ties,  upon  the  certificate  of  tile  stale  superintendent 
of  public  Instruction  a  sum  not  exceeding  on.-  hun 
dred  dollars  to  one  teachers’  institute  111  any  county, 
and  where  two  or  aiwre  counties  Join  in  holding  a 
union  institute  each  county  so  uniting:  may  receive  a 
like  sum,  the  same  to  be  paid  on  the  eerlilUate  of  tln- 
etate  sufterlntendent  of  public  instruction,  out  of  the 
Income  of  the  school  fund  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller  upon  Itemized  account*  rendcr.-d  to  him 
bv  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of 
the  expenses  Incurred.]

.CHAPTER  LXXIL 

An  Act  to  provide  compensation  to  constables  for 
extra  services  rendered  to  the  courts  of  tlie  several 
counties  of  this  state. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate?  and  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  whenever  any 
constable  of  any  ctrfcultxjonrt.court  of  oyer  and  term 
•ltier,  court  of  general  quarter  s.  ssionsef  the  peace  or 
court  of  common  pleas  of  this  state  shall  lie  required 
bv  anv  of  the  said  courts  to  attend  ui»m  any  Jury 
while  out  considering  of  their  verdict  for  ntore  than 
six  hourfe  after  the  Usual  hour  of  odjourmi:.  ill  of  said 
courts,  (hen  It  t-halljbc  lawful  for  Uie  pntakUng  judge 
of  said  court  in  ills  fllscretlou  to  t»rder  that  th.-  said 
constable  be  allowed  extra  coiupens  tioufor  the  said 
extra  attendance  at  the  same  rate  as  is  uow  allow  ed 
by  law  fur  regular  dally  at  tea- Unco  upon  wild  courts, 
and  to  U-  paid  In  the  same  manner  as  coiisipbles  are 
now'  paid  for  attendance  ujion  the  (aid  courts. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  Lake  effect 
immediately.
